But perhaps the expansion of the N & 
W’s yards in the area is the greatest ex- 
ample of the planning-ahead which has 
kept the carrier on top of the situation 
through the years 

The railroad completed a $1,350,000 ad- 
dition to its classification yard at 
Lamberts Point in Norfolk in 1952. Coal 
business had slumped badly by the time 
the yard was finished and there were 
scoffers who said the acres of new rails, 
largely resting on reclaimed swampland, 
would rust away before they were used. 

But three years later the new yard was 
overflowing—with tidewater coal backed 
up on sidings all the way to the West 
Virginia fields. But N & W men had seen 
the coming crisis, and acted. Still more 
yard facilities were rushed to completion 
The new tracks increased total capacity 
25% and cost $2 million 

$y the summer of 1955, the yards were 
full again. Space for both coal and mer 
chandise cars was at a premium. The 
railroad was ready again. Just across the 
Elizabeth River in South Norfolk it built 
another new classification yard. It holds 
2,500 cars on its 24 miles of rail and cost 
well over a million dollars. This new yard, 
for both coal and merchandise traffic, in- 
creased the total capacity of Norfolk yards 
to 9,650 cars. 

Such planning for the future has typi 
fied Norfolk’s railway since it was first 
envisioned back in 1848. Norfolk had a 
railroad which ran south into North Caro 
lina, but it was purely local. The 80 miles

Norfolk and Petersburg was a 

spot on the railroad map and the 
was being bypassed by ships which 
went up the river to Richmond and City 
Point which had rail connections west. 

In 1849 a railroad was chartered called 
the Norfolk and Western but was never 
built. (The name “Norfolk and Western” 
was not attached to an actual railway 
until over 30 years later.) But in 1851 
surveys were run for the Norfolk and 
Petersburg Railroad. Much of the Great 
Dismal Swamp has now been drained but 
then it was a tangled, almost impenetra 
table morass lying across the route. Its 
hummock wouldn’t support a man’s weight, 
much less a railroad. But a young engi 
neer named William Mahone—later a 
famed Civil War general and the president 
of four railroads—conquered the swamp 
with a unique matrix of tree trunks. He 
fought a yellow fever epidemic and an 
acute shortage of skilled labor to build 
the N & W predecessor over the ooze. When 
the road reached Suffolk beyond the 
swamp Mahone his compass and laid 
52 miles of absolutely straight track to 
Petersburg. Most astonishingly he made 
his fills wide enough for two tracks in 
an era when double railroading did not 
exist 

That fine right-of-way is there today 
with 132-pound rail, limestone ballast and 
modern signalling. Today the Norfolk and 
Western connects the Ohio Valley with the 
Port of Norfolk, brings coal and merchan 
dise over the Alleghanies and the Blue 
Ridge to Tidewater. The N & W’s 2,132 
road miles serve six states: Virginia, West 
Virginia, Kentucky, North Carolina, Mary 
land and Ohio 

During the first 30 years N & W’s pre 
decessor lines promoted a brisk export 
and coastwise trade. The line lay all the

way across Virginia to the Tennessee 
border. But it was the coming of coal 
which brought the boom to Norfolk The 
first car of rich Pocahontas coal] reached 
the city on March 17, 1883. Contents of 
that decorated car, consigned to the mayor 
and distributed to spectators as souvenirs, 
was the forerunner of over 400,000,000 
tons which have since rolled down the 
mountains from the West Virginia-Ken- 
tucky-Virginia bituminous fields. And 
merchandise speeds to the piers from the 
six-state area, from principal terminals 
at Cincinnati, Columbus and Portsmouth, 
Ohio; Williamson and Bluefield, W. Va.; 
Hagerstown, Md.;: Winston-Salem and 
Durham, N. C.; Bristol, Norton and Roan 
oke, Va.; and all the points in between 

And the N & W has built up impres 
sively complete port facilities at the Port 
of Norfolk to handle both coastwise and 
export-import cargo 

Early port facilities were in downtown 
Norfolk but with the opening of the coal 
trade, N & W men, as always, anticipated 
vastly increased water traffic. In 1882 
a year before the first coal came—the road 
purchased 525 acres, including almost two 
miles of waterfront, at Lamberts Point, 
then some four miles from the center of 
town toward the open sea 

The real beginning of major tidewater 
rail facilities in Norfolk was in 1884 when 
the first coal pier went into business. A 
second coal pier and a merchandise pie 
with warehouse were built six years later 
$y 1901, there was a third coal pier and 
the task of double-tracking the entire main 
line had begun. It was an impressive in 
stallation for its time and handled 2,546, 
000 tons of coal during its first 12 months 
in addition to increased merchandise 

Now Norfolk and Western facilities at 
Lamberts Point and nearby Sewalls Point 
include five merchandise piers and two 
huge coal piers. There is vast supporting 
warehouse space, a two million-bushel 
grain elevator, new oil handling and stor 
age apparatus, fumigation and packaging 
ervices and ample space for ground stor 
age. And supporting yards cover the land 
cape 

Coal Piers Four and Five have a com 
bined dumping capacity of more than two 
million tons a month Pier Five’s 1,000 
feet can accommodate the largest ships 
taking coal on the Atlantic Coast and can 
unload over 50 70-ton cars an hour. Elec 
trically operated, it is designed to elimi 
nate coal breakage As each car is tipped 
over, coal slides easily into a rubber re 
tarder controlling the entrance to a tele 
scopic chute which moves along the ship’s 
hold to the most remote corners. Vessels 
‘an be loaded at levels from 30 feet below 
to 50 feet above water line Pier Four, 
1.200 feet long, can service four large or 
six small vessels from its five loading ma- 
chines with telescopic chutes. Coal is

Pier 
N, 1,100 feet long, is a $6 million facility 
opened in 1948. The 10-acre pier is 390 
feet wide. Four large ocean-going vessels 
can dock simultaneously in water 35 feet 
deep at mean low tide 

Freight cars move directly 
on tracks along the outer 
other tracks are depressed 
pier’s interior. Equipment includes large 
overhead doors, five-ton cargo masts on 
each side extending pier length, two 15 
ton revolving gantry cranes and four 
motorized winches on each side for 
spotting of cars on pier aprons. There are 
motorized lift bridges for crossing de- 
pressed tracks, glass brick skylights and 
fresh water lines for berthed ships. The 
pier and its warehouses are waterproof 
and sprinkler protected. 

Last year a third warehouse was built 
in addition to the pair already located on 
Pier N’s land side. Costing $750,000, it 
added 110,000 square feet to storage space 

Nearby Pier L is 1,150 feet and 
405 feet wide and served by three tracks 
Pier S is 1,210 feet long and 205 feet wide 
and has four depressed tracks through 
its center. It is particularly adaptable for 
hips with side port hatches and was built 
primarily for coastwise merchandise. Pier 
lL, and S are supported by four warehouses 
connected to them by covered runways 

At the piers also is a fumigation build 
ing and new oil handling facilitie Four 
3,618-foot fumigation rooms handle cotton 

straw, tobacco and a variety of 
other commodities requiring such treat 
ment before import or export. At the oil 
handling facility it is possible to transfer 
animal, fish vegetable oils from ships 
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Eight cars can be 
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railroad tank 
Tanks with a total 
gallons are available 
oil awaiting shipment. 
unloaded at once at the 
hour. 

The Norfolk Export Packing Company 
has established facilities at the piers for 
processing and packing overseas ship 
ments. Users of the service load their 
hipments as domestic freight and release 
valuable plant space and personnel by 
turning the job over to experts. 

Two other N & W merchandise piers and 
a massive grain are Sewalls 
Point, directly on Hampton Roads. Piers 
4 and B are the same size—1,175 feet 
long and 98 feet wide—with supporting 
warehouses between them. Eight tracks 
erve them directly with two traveling 
cranes operating on A. 

The elevator, leased to 
Grain Company, was enlarged to a 
million bushel capacity only a few 
ago and now is undergoing a $750,000 ex 
pansion which includes a freight car 
dumper—an innovation in the Norfolk 
area—and a pneumatic unloading system 
for barges and small ships. This giant

57.4 Transfer of custody of imported manufactured sugar.—When the imported

Born in Shiloh, N. C., Sawyer came to Norfolk with his family when a child. After nine years 
with the railroad’s terminal office there, Sawyer moved to the freight traffic department and be- 
came a solicitor in Chicago in July, 1924. In January, 1926 he became assistant foreign freight 
agent there, moving to New York in the same job 10 months later. He was promoted to foreign 
freight agent in February, 1936 and became general foreign freight agent in July, 1940. Sawyer 
became the N&W’'s foreign freight traffic manager in September, 1953. The following August the 
office was moved from New York to Norfolk with an enlarged staff. Previously he had been almost 
commuting between the two cities.
